— In exorcise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Essential 
Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act 1946 (XXIV of 1946), the Central Government 
hereby directs that the following amendment shall be made in the Newsprint Control 
Order, 1951, namely: — 

In the second proviso to clause 6 of the said Order, for the words from "shaU 
not exceed” to “published on 7 days”, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“shall not exceed — 

(a) If the newspaper belongs to Class A, 60 pages; 

(b) If the newspaper belongs to Class B, 90 pages; 

(c) If the newspaper belongs to Class C, 120 pages; 

(d) If the newspaper belongs to Class D, 180 pages; and 

(e) If the newspaper belongs to Class E, 360 pages."
